WASHINGTON,  Jan  27  — 
— (UPI)  — The  Senate  ap- 
proved a five-year  $25,000,- 
000  program  yesterday  de- 
signed to  combat  the  nation’s 
growing  juvenile  delinquency 
problem. 

' The  action  came  by  voice 
vote  after  defeat  of  an  amend- 
ment by  Sen.  Everett  M.  Dirk- 
sen  (R-Ill.)  which  would  have 
trimmed  the  measure  to  a 
two-year  $2,000,000  program. 

THE  BILL  now  goes  to  the 
House.  It  would  provide  $2,- 
500.000  a year  for  five  years 
for  the  training  of  persons  to 
prevent,  control  and  treat  ju- 
venile delinquency. 

Another  $2,500,000  annual- 
ly would  be  provided  for  the 
development  and  demonstra- 
tion of  improved  methods  for 
dealing  with  delinquency.

Chinese  Celebrate  Lunar  New  Year

Even  though  modem  communi- 
cation and  transportation  have 
dramatically  made  the  world 
smaller,  the  East  remains  in  cer- 
tain respects  a mystery  to  the 
West. 

For  instance,  it  seems  quite 
queer  to  Westerners  that  most 
countries  in  the  Orient,  especial- 
ly China,  celebrate  two  new 
years  every  year.  One  is  the 
conventional  new  year  as  ob- 
served by  the  West;  the  other  is 
the  Lunar  calendar  new  year 
which  is  fervently  celebrated 
wherever  there  are  Chinese.

tend to  bring  this  traditional 
celebration  to  Provo  for  the  first 
time. 

Firecrackers  have  been  ordered 
especially  from  Hongkong,  but 
inquiry  to  the  City  Police  reveals 
that  lighting  the  firecrackers  is 
forbidden  in  Provo,  according  to 
Chinese  Club  president  William 
Chien.  He  said  that  although  they 
are  deprived  of  the  pleasure  of 
firecrackering,  the  Chinese  stu- 
dents “intend  to  make  it  a big 
success  at  any  cost.” 

The  new  year  celebration  is 
not  only  an  expression  of  grati- 
tude to  Heaven  and  a seeking  for 
blessings  for  the  coming  year, 
but  it  is  also  a time  for  congratu- 
lating the  luck  of  survival  from 
the  past  year. 

In  the  ancient  Chinese  legend, 
“year”  is  not  a chronological  date 
but  a gigantic  monster,  whose

BYU  Traffic  and  Security 
Dept,  reminds  members  of  fam- 
ilies of  students  and  faculty 
members  that  they  shall  be 
bound  by  campus  parking  regu- 
lations applicable  to  vehicles  be 
i'ng  operated  by  them,  and  that 
they  shall  not  be  considered  to 
be  visitors  and  exempt  from 
parking  regulations. 

ALL  ' STUDENTS,  whether 
residents  of  the  state  of  Utah  or 
not,  are  reminded  that  if  they 
operate  an  automobile  in  Utah 
during  the  school  year  they  must 
have  a Utah  Operator’s  license 
before  they  can  legally  operate 
an  automobil^e  in  the  state  of 
Utah. 

The  law  requires  this  of  all 
students  who  live  in  Utah  for 
more  than  60  days.

County  Building  in  Provo  and

STUDENTS  ARE  also  remind- 
ed that  they  must  get  a Non- 
Resident  Permit  to  operate  their 
automobiles  in  the  state  without 
charge. 

To  do  this  the  student  must
